On the borders of a small stream 
which washes the base nf the Little 
Savngo Mountain, surrounded by a 
etmuir of old oak troes forming m il 
were a barrier, is to be seen evm to 
this day, tbe mouth of a cave. Thu 
opening is through the solid rock, whe­ 
ther formod by tho hand of man, or 
eausod by some convulsion of nature, 
has so far defied the jngunióus observa­ 
tions of tbe Buturalist to tell.

visit lo it.

The bill reported from the ¿tanate 
Committee on Finance by Mr. H sjim , 
authorizing the issuo by (he Govern­ 
ment of Treasury notes to tbe sRtent 
of twonty million dollar^ was passed 
by the Senate on Saturday week, In an 
amended form, by a vote of 31 to 18. 
The notes are not to be of a less 
amount than one hundred dollars, and 
tho time in which they may bo issued 
is limited to the first of January, 1859. 
It is proposed that nota* Cor six millions 
be immediately issued to meet the press­ 
ing exigencies of the public service, by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, who U 
also to fix tbo rate of interest they are 
to bear, not exceeding, however, six per 
cent per annum, and tho notea for tbo 
remaiuing fourteen millions are to be 
sold at par to the bitlderor bidden who 
shall agree to exchange them for specio 
at tbo lowest rato oí interest, not ex­ 
ceeding six por cent. 
Tho bill passed the Hooao without 
any amendment, on Tuesday, by a voto 
Of r e u 118 to nays 86. 
Tho Secretary of the Treasury has 
decided to adopt three jxr cent, as the 
rato of interest for the new treasury 
notas, and will issue os soon as poesiblo 
(in two weeks probably) six millions, 
in denominations of one hundred, five 
hundred, and one thousand dollars.— 
Tbe necessary plates aro to be ongruved 
so that they canuot bo counterfeited by 
photograph. It is also stated while the 
platea aro being engraved, the sub­ 
treasury will receive depoaita of gold, 
with orders for ths notes, and when the 
paper is ready the notes will bo issued 
for tbem, dated on the day of deposit.

Murder of a Lawyer and Arrest of his 
Wife.—A dispatch, dated Rochester, 
N. Y., Dec. 21, says: 
Our city was yesterday morning 
thrown into a stato of great excitement 
by the discovery of the mangled, mur- 
dored body of Charles W. Sit ties, law­ 
yer, of this city, in the Genesseeriver, 
a few rods below the falls. 
From the 
pools of blood and othor evidences of 
straggles, the murderers were easily 
traced trom the place of the fotal con­ 
flict to the river, were they attempted 
to conceal the evidences of their crime 
by sinking the body of their victim.— 
The water being shallow, the body did 
not float away from shore, and was 
found at about seven o’clock yesterday 
(Saturday) morning. 
The body uas 
immediately taken to the police office, 
and arrest made of his wife, her broth-1 
er and several others of her relatives. I 
From the evidence, it appears that Sit-1 
ties and his wife did not live happily1 
together, and that a separation took | 
place about a year ago, but for tho last j 
month or two they had lived togothor! 
again. 
On the ground where was discovered ’ 
blood and other evidonces of a conflict, 
were found a piece of a victorine cor­ 
responding with ono worn by Mrs. Sit- 
tles, a rosotte matching one fonnd in 
her possession, and a comb, a pair of 
spectacles, said to belong to her broth­ 
er, Ira Stoat, a young man aged about 
23 years, and the arm of a chair said to 
have been taken Trom tbe offioe where 
Sittles was employed. Mrs. Sit ties’ 
left wrist and her brother’s left arm 
were found to be broken, showing that 
they- had been engaged in some extra­ 
ordinary conflict.
